According to chess rules, no 
player in a match is allowed to 
receive the advice or opinion of 
a third party, whether he asks 
for it or not, 

And Fischer was a_ third 
party, even though he didn’t 
know it. . 

My next move was supposed 
to be N-N6é with a check. 

I thought about that for a 
while, then I sighed, and cap- 
tured his Bishop with my Rook 
instead. 

There were groans from the 
audience—or at least that part 
of it that understood I had just 
goofed—and Mr. Beardsley held 
up the side of the sign that said 
“SHUT UP.” 

Wilbur blinked and stared at 
the board like he'd just come 
awake. He seemed ta shake 
himself and then he frowned. 

Four moves later I was 
checkmated. 

Mr. Beardsley patted my 
shoulder. “Never mind, Ted. 
You played a brilliant game, 
except for that stu... Except 
for that miscalculation on the 
38th move.” 

When they gave Wilbur his 
gold statuette—which was of a 
chess player castling—it slipped 
out of his hands and landed on 
his good foot, causing pain, but 
no permanent damage. 

He wiped his good eye and 
glared at me.

Before I went to bed, I put 
the phonograph record on the 
player and stayed awake for 
the game where Fischer beat 
Gligorich in 1966. 

Now if I had been Gligorich, 
instead of K-R2 on the 17th 
move, I would have made it 
B-B1. That would have. given 
me a chance for...

Brandeis had a football team.
